| CHINA AND GOOD FRIDAY. 


Goon’ Fripay inevitably calls to 
mind the deaths. of that gallant 
Irishman, Father Tierxey, and of 
‘the two American ladies, the wives 
of missionativs, “who were. killed 
recently in Yunnanfu. Not very 
long ago two Englishwomen, engag- 
ed in mission work in Fukien, 
were captured and executed by 
brigands. A year ‘ago a Roman 
Catholic bishop and a priest. were 
murdered ‘in ihe North River dis- 
trict, seventy . miles from Canton, 
and: since then there has been w 
long succession of outrages. “Now 
ag at all times Christian mission- 
arica in China take their’ lives in 
their hands, Some peuple still 


‘| have an idea that such work ‘com- 


pares quite well with many other 
cureers, from’ a material point of 
view. But life in an up-country 
station involves isolntion among a 
vastly strange people, with. o 
manner’ of” life utterly different 
from that Of Europe; the discom- 
forts of a varinble and trying 
climate; the dangers of infection 
frony disense, and of an impairing 
of health and. stamina owing to a 
non-European dict, in addition to 
the current peri] from bandits and 
from mobs stirred to fury by anti- 
foreign agitation. 


“It ‘must be curious to Chinese 
pedple to see tho cynical hostility 
with which many Europeans view 
mission work in China. Mr, 
Ropyrey Gituent, for instance, in- 
dulges in plenty of candid criticism 
at their expense, giving a picture 
of prosperous little compounds, | 
where ‘life ‘is taken easily, ‘and by 
no means inadequate salaries.’ are 
supplemented by a little work, on 
a commission basis, on’ behalf of 
manufneturers who seek to capture 
the Chinese “market. Not all 
missionaries have souls like that of 
Sr. Francis Xavien, but if, as a 
body, their interests were divided 
and their enthusiasm half-hearted, 


bellion, tho Boxer Relwllion and 
the eatly phases of the Nationalist 
movement were.-popular uprisings 
which singled out the missionaries 
for special vengeance. To-day-tho 
“Reda” have again set themsélves 
to extirpate Christianity in China. 
But though the missions have had 
temporary set-backs they have not 
been driven aut of China.’ Many 
of the inen and women doing this 
work have died at their posts, 
others have moved to places like 
Hong Kong and Shanghai, where 
they are waiting ‘till ib is possible 
to take up their task. 

In the enrrent. numbir of ${ The 
Rock,” * the organ of the. local 
Roman Catholic community, it is 
claimed that about..60,000 converta 
‘were made Inet year, The numbers 
gained by “the? many". Protoatant 
missions are ‘not available,” but 
though nll admit that progress is 
slow, at lenst the position is majn- 
tained... .The.. schools and’ .the 
medical missions go on persistently, 
though the former are subject to 
intermittent interferenes by the 
authorities. It is not unnatural 
that the Chineso should be sus- 
nicious of foreign schools in their 
midst, and the continucd exiatence 
of their establishments’ is a fair 
indication that: privileges are not 


nbused, ‘But’ the -religion of the 


West spreads not only by the work 
of the tnigsionary, but also by the 
enterprisé of such institutions as 
the Bible Society, with their amaz- 


[ing organisntion -for distributing 


free. copies of the Now Testa 
ment throughout the land, and the 
Y.MIC.A. So, well regarded ia the 
latter that high officials in Canton 
have been, actively’ aesisting the 
annua] drive for. funds and new 
members, 


Contact with the West-is break- 
‘ing down the Confucian, system, 
and, among the intelligentsia, is 
shaking .the old beliefs in the 
gods, beneficent and malevolent, of 
Chinese mythology. But where re- 
ligion wanes supersfition flourishes, 
lf a few. philosophers can‘ go 
through: life belicving in nothing 
that they themselves cannot see and 
verify, the ‘average man and the 
average woman’ find that religion 
is w psychological neccasity. _Some- 
thing ia bound’ to fill the religious 
vacuum now being formed in China. 


“The Founder of Christianity laid 


down that ‘the. violent seize the 
Kingdom,” principle which 
Manomer was to vindicate through- 
out a Jarge part‘of threo con- 
tinents. There is to-day in the Far 
East a-creed which has the strength 
that is drawn from violence and 
fanaticiam. It is opposed tom a¥ 
religions, and it is regarded ‘with 


a 


abhorrence by the majority of Chi- |
